NOTICE  RE  SCREENINGS  REGULATIONS. 

OTICE  is  hereby  given  that  under  the  author¬ 
ity  of  the  “  Noxious  Weeds  Act,”  chapter 
272  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia. 
1924,”  and  of  the  “  Noxious  Weeds  Act  Amend¬ 
ment  Act,  1930,”  chapter  76,  section  21,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  regulations  with  regard  to  screenings  were 
approved  by  Order  in  Council  No.  444,  dated  April 
16th,  1930:— 

Regulations. 

L  In  these  regulations  the  expression  “  Grade  B 
screenings  ”  shall  have  the  meaning  given  to  that 
expression  by  subsection  (1)  of  section  20  of  the 
“  Noxious  Weeds  Act  ” ;  and  the  expression  “  per¬ 
mit  ”  shall  mean  a  permit  issued  by  the  Minister 
pursuant  to  subsection  (4)  of  that  section. 

2.  The  Minister  may,  in  his  discretion,  prescribe 
different  forms  of  permits  for  different  cases,  and 
may  set  out  in  any  permit  the  conditions  to  which 
it  shall  toe  subject. 

3.  All  permits  shall  be  issued  in  duplicate  and 
shall  be  numbered.  One  duplicate  shall  be  retained 
by  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued,  and  the  other 
shall  be  delivered  by  him  to  the  manager  of  the 
grain-elevator,  mill,  or  warehouse  from  which 
screenings  are  removed  by  virtue  of  the  permit. 

4.  Every  permit  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  con¬ 
ditions  set  out  in  these  regulations,  and  every  per¬ 
son  to  whom  a  permit  is  issued  shall  observe  the 
provisions  of  these  regulations. 

5.  The  manager  of  every  grain-elevator,  mill,  or 
warehouse  from  which  screenings  are  removed 
shall,  not  later  than  the  tenth  day  of  each  month, 
cause  to  be  prepared  and  delivered  to  the  Minister 
a  report  of  all  screenings  removed  therefrom  during 
the  last  preceding  month.  The  report  shall  state 
the  name  and  address  of  each  person  by  whom 
screenings  were  removed,  the  date  of  removal,  the 
quantity  and  grade  of  screenings  removed,  and  the 
number  of  the  permit  (if  any)  under  which  the 
removal  was  authorized. 

6.  No  screenings  shall  be  transported  within  or 
through  the  Province  unless  they  are  loaded  in  a 
grain-tight  railway-car,  or  in  the  hold  of  a  vessel, 
or  are  contained  in  closely  woven  sacks. 

7.  All  railway-cars  used  for  the  transportation 
of  screenings  in  bulk  shall  be  equipped  with  grain- 
doors  properly  fitted  to  prevent  loss  or  leakage  of 
screenings,  and  no  car  shall  be  loaded  higher  than 
6  inches  below  the  top  of  the  grain-doors. 

8.  The  loading  and  unloading  of  screenings  in  the 
course  of  their  shipment  or  transportation  shall  be 
so  conducted  as  to  prevent  any  falling  or  scattering 
of  screenings  upon  the  ground  or  upon  any  drive¬ 
way,  loading-platform,  or  dock,  or  any  loss  or  leak¬ 
age  of  screenings  in  any  other  manner. 

9.  No  screenings  shall  be  transported  over  or 
along  any  public  highway  unless  they  are  loaded 
in  a  conveyance  or  container  so  constructed  as  to 
prevent  screenings  from  escaping  or  falling  there¬ 
from  or  are  contained  in  closely  woven  sacks. 

10.  All  Grade  B  screenings  shall  be  stored  or  kept 
in  tightly  constructed  buildings  or  containers  or  in 
closely  woven  sacks. 
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11.  Every  person  by  whom  Grade  B  screenings 
ai-e  had  or  kept  in  a  manner  other  than  as  provided 
in  the  last  preceding  regulation  shall  forthwith 
cause  the  screenings  to  be  burned  so  as  to  ensure 
their  complete  destruction,  and  to  prevent  their 
being  scattered  by  the  wind  or  in  any  other  way. 

12.  Grade  B  screenings  shall  not  be  ground  or 
otherwise  manufactured  for  sale  within  the 
Province. 

13.  Disposal  of  all  manure  from  stock  fed  with 
Grade  B  screenings  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
in  writing  of  an  Inspector.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1S67  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry  ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  or  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — 
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shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.

When  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  be  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 
district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  Such  notice  shall 
in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  six  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  .Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a  printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices  pub¬ 
lished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affidavit 
or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a  copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  or  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.

notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principal,  or  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and 
a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  bo  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses.

DOMINION  ORDERS  IN  COUNCIL.

Certified  to  be  a  True  Copy  of  a  Meeting  of  a 
Meeting  of  the  Committee  of  the  Privy 
Council,  approved  by  the  Deputy  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor-General,  on  the 
3rd,  1930. 

HE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  19th  March,  1930, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting  that 
by  Order  in  Council  of  the  18th  June,  1925,  the 
Abernethy-Lougheed  Logging  Company,  Limited, 
which  is  conducting  extensive  timber  operations  in 
the  vicinity  of  Stave  Lake  in  the  Railway  Belt,  in 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  was  granted  per¬ 
mission  to  export  certain  cedar  logs  for  a  period  of 
six  months ;  that  owing  to  the  congested  state  of 
the  cedar  market  several  extensions  of  time  have 
been  granted  by  Orders  in  Council  to  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  Company  to  continue  exporting,  the  last 
extension  having  been  authorized  by  Order  in  Coun¬ 
cil  dated  21st  August,  1929,  for  a  period  of  six 
months  from  the  22nd  July,  1929,  and  whereby  the 
material  exported  was  subject  to  the  payment  of 
dues  at  $3  per  thousand  feet,  B.M.,  on  logs  grading 
No.  1 ;  $2.50  per  thousand  feet,  B.M.,  on  logs  grad¬ 
ing  No.  2;  and  $2  per  thousand  feet,  B.M.,  on  logs 
grading  No.  3,  which  dues  are  in  excess  of  those 
charged  under  the  Regulations  governing  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  timber  cut  from  licensed’  berths  on  Do¬ 
minion  lands. 

The  Minister  states  that  this  export  privilege  has 
worked  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  local  timber 
merchants  as  it  enables  a  large  quantity  of  low- 
grade  cedar  to  be  taken  from  the  booms  wnich  is 
not  in  demand  locally,  and  such  action  not  only 
encourages  the  logging  of  a  good  deal  of  timber  that 
would  otherwise  be  unmerchantable  but  at  the 
same  time  prorides  considerable  employment  for 
settlers  and  bushmen  in  the  vicinity. 

The  Company  has  applied  for  a  renewal  of  the 
permit  stating  that  it  is  the  intention  to  use  the 
same  for  the  export  of  low-grade  cedar  logs  to  the 
Japanese  market  only  and  thereby  find  a  sale  for 
a  class  of  material  which  it  is  impossible  to  dispose 
of  to  the  domestic  trade. 

The  Minister,  therefore,  believing  it  to  be  in  the 
public  interest,  recommends  that  a  further  exten¬ 
sion  of  six  months  from  the  22nd  January,  1930, 
be  granted  the  Company  to  export  cedar  logs  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  payment  of  dues  as  authorized  by  Order 
in  Council  of  the  21st  August,  1929,  the  operations 
to  be  subject  to  such  conditions  as  he  may  deter¬ 
mine  and  the  mills  in  the  district  to  be  first  given 
an  opportunity  of  acquiring  any  portion  of  the  cut 
that  may  be  required  for  manufacturing  locally. 

The  Committee  concur  in  the  foregoing  recom¬ 
mendation  and  submit  the  same  for  approval.
